There he 
planned to pin a "property Unit- 
ed States Congress label"—in th« 
words of Rep. Mundt (R.-S. DO — 
on Mrs. Oksana Stepanova Kosen- 
kina. 


The 52-Year-old Russian school 
teacher is in Roosevelt Hospital 
recovering from injuries received 
in her spectacular liberty leap 
Thursday. Soviet officials had de- 
tained her in the consulate after 
announcing they had "rescued" 
her 
from 
an 
anti-Communist 


White Russian group. 
She greeted with an emphatic 


"no" all efforts by Soviet consular 
officers to have her moved to an- 
other hospital. 


"You kept me prisoner; you 


would not let me go," she moaned. 
The New York Times said it

Questions, Answers 


Q. I am planning to put some 


additional closets in my house. 
What size should they be? 


A. The size and shape of a 
closet should be suitable to its 
purpose. 
Two feet is a satis- 


factory ,depth for clothes closets, 
as a greater depth usually results 
in waste space. However, the door 
should be wide enough to allow 
easy access to each end. 


Q. Is it necessary to have gut- 
ters and downspouts on a house?

vent splashing of mud against the 
lower part of walls or the forma- 
tion of puddles. The grade should 
be sloped to drain water away 
from the foundations, end where 
there Is a pitched roof nlxjve a 
door there should be a metal 
strip on the roof near the eaves 
turned up go as to deflect water 
to the sides of the door.\ 


Q. In building a group of houses 
or apartments, is it gopd to have 
a diversity In type of architecture 
In order to avoid monotony?

structure should be related to the 
others in arrangement on the 
plot so that each unit comple- 
ments the0' others. Variety In size 
may be used to create accents, 
and various architectural details 
so long as they are of the same 
character, may be used to avoic 
monotony. 


Q. Should the planting around 
a house be planned? 


A. Planting should be designed 
to afford an attractive setting for 
the building. Much of its effect 
may be lost if the planting is scat- 
tered or placed in a haphazard 
manner.

Chimneys Need 


Special Attention 


Should Be Built In Give 


Proper Draft and to 


Avoid Fire Hazard 


There aro two considerations to 


be borne In mind .whan building 
chimneys for a house. These are: 
(1) Will they provide a draft for 
tho fires they serve, and (2) are 
they so built as not to be a fire 
hazard? 


Each fire must have its own 
separate flue to insure the proper 
functioning of tho chimney as a 
vent. In addition, the cross-sec- 
tion area of each flue must be 
adequate for the fire it serves, 
The top of the chimney must be 
at least two feet higher than the 
highest ridge of the house. 
Flues should be as straight as 


possible. Where bends occur, they 
should be gradual. 


Each flue should be lined with 


regulation tile flue lining, with all 
joints completely filled, to make 
the chimney fire safe. At least 
four inches of brickwork or, con- 
crete should surround the flues. 


In arrangements where there 
are two flues to a chimney, they 
may be placed side by side with- 
out any other division than the 
walls of tha flue linings them- 
selves. However, the Joints of 
these tiles should be staggered so 
that the possibility of air leaks 
from one flue to the next Is elimi- 
nated,

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POTATOES 


The Department of Agriculture discloses 


that over the past five years it has cost the 
government more than $170,000,000 to sup- 
port the price of potatoes. 


Usually thought of as one of the more 


prosaic foods, the potato lately has received 
unaccustomed public attention, mostly since 
1946 when the government bought more 
than a hundred million bushels to keep the 
open market price from sagging. The gov- 
ernment had much difficulty disposing of the 
potatoes it had bought, and large quantities 
were destroyed, Just to be rid of them. 


It is hard for the Individual citizen to con- 


vince himself that his $170,000,000 has not 
been wasted along with the potatoes the 
money was used to buy, Thn potato is basic 
to his diet. He knows that both his tnxcs 
and tho price of potatoes are higher than 
thry ust'd to b«?. The taxes arc higher partly 
because tax money Is used to buy potatoes, 
and the potato price is higher partly for the 
same reason. 


The potato is only one of many foods sold 


at government-supported prices, but it has 
attracted the public eye. The matter of pota- 
toes may therefore be prominent in forcing 


• Congress soon to re-examine the whole basic 
question of price supports, which are an ef- 
fort to shield farming from the risks of loss 
Inherent in the capitalistic system, without 
depriving It of any of the possible profits of 
the system.

HUNGER IN GERMANY 


Recent developments have led to the con- 


clusion that food problems in the Russian 


- zone of Germany are more acute than else- 


where. There have been reports of hunger 
demonstrations, and Soviet announcements 
of severe measures against hoarders and 
black market sellers. Almost nowhere in cen- 
tral Europe Is food plentiful, but In the other 
zones of Germany the occupying powers 
have been able generally to keep food sup- 
plies at a level sufficient to prevent mass 
unrest. 


There are further small Indications which 


make it easy to believe that the Russians 
have deliberately created a shortage of food 
In their zone. Germans in that zone are told 
that if they want more to eat they must 
produce more. 


The use of hunger as a club In'the ex- 


ploitation of labor usually results in an ac- 
cumulation of emaciated workers who no 
longer have the strength to replace the ill 
and starved, or the stamina and productivity 
of the whole area decline, 


If Russia Is deliberately creating hunger 


in its zone of Germany, what is the aim? Is 
is to reduce the German population to ir- 
reparable weakness, or to make way for 
more faithful Communists to move in? Or is 
it just short-sighted?

Justice William O. Douglas's 
opinions have 


been thrown together by the editors of "The Pro- 
gressive" into mi article entitled "The Conflict of 
Our Time." They say that they did it to "illus- 
trate his thinking on some of the basic issues' of 
our time." 


It in a curious article, purliculiirLy In Hint part 


In which Mr. Justice Douglas speaks authoritatively 
of China. He snys: 


"The Nationalist Government in China has lost 


ming-shing—Ihe heart of the people. It is tainted 
by corrupt and reactionary elements. Its secret, 
police patrol the universities and schools to dis- 
cover dangerous Influences—those who protest the 
serfdom In which the peoples are held and who 
press for liberal reforms." 


Of course. Mr. Justice. Douglas docs not know 


this of his own knowledge or experience, lie- Rein 
»uch Information from the preponderance of evi- 
dence from those whom he is wiljing to accept, as 
authorities. He Ignores the lact, for example, that 
the Nationalist Government came into existence in 
tho year 1927, which is only 21 years ago. When 
(lint government was ratribllshrcl at 
Nanking, 


Chlnu was dlvecletl into numerous IViulnl stalus, 
Home of them large, some very liny, nil feuding 
against each other, fighting for power, for revenue, 
for control. The people had never in their thousands 
of years of history known representative Govern- 
ment' or what Mr. Justice Douglas carelessly calls 
Democracy.

responsibilities. They received from I ho Russians 
the arms of the Japanese Kunnlung Army, the 
best in Japan, which they use to continue u devas- 
tating civil war,^ whereas General Chiang was 
pructlcull.v disarmed by General Marshall, who 
wanted Chltmg to combine with the Chinese Com- 
munists, Had Chiang Kai-shek joined Soviet: Russia 
when General Marshall was trying to force him to 
do precisely that, the 450,000,000 people of China 
would today be Soviet, robots, being made ready 
to kill Americans.

.Justice Douglas, paragraph by paragraph, to show 
how superficially he approaches great: problems. Or 
maybe the editors of "The Progressive" threw this

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


"More persons arc concerned about the'actual 


height of their blood pressure than with the poten- 
tial dangers of the atomic bomb." I am quoting 
from a book for laymen by Dr. John Streincrohn 
entitled "What. You Can Do About High Blood 
Pressure." 
When we rduli/c that sudden deaths in middle- 


aged men and women arc caused by the breaking 
of a blood vessel In the heart or bruin, it is only 
natural for so many,' to be worried ub6ut blood 
pressure. What most of us fail to remember, how- 
ever, is that blood pressure is nuessary to life, and 
there arc times when high blood pressure actually 
pulls us through nn Illness when low blood pressure 
would have tailed to do so. Low' pressure may pro- 
long life and prevent brain strokes (apoplexy) and 
heart strokes (coronary thrombosis), but the indi- 
vidual with low pressure usually is lacking in pop 
or vigor. 
Another point mentioned with which all plfysi- 


cians will'•agree, is that men and women are too 
"blood pressure conscious" and want the blood 
pressure taken cvcijy time they visit: their physi- 
cian. If pressure Is high they arc discouraged; if 
normal, they are encouraged. What they full to 
recogni/c Is that an cmotionul upset, a heavy meal 
or alcohol cun send up the blood pressure tempor- 
arily. 


"It is unfortunate that so many persons with 


blood pressure above the normal for their -age be- 
lieve that they must have their pressure read at 
frequent Intervals." 


•If all physicians would stop tolling patients how 


high their blood pressure is, and if all' patients 
would stop asking,-their blood pressure would have 
Its true relationship in estimating the actual health 
of (he patient. 


There are some points about: high blood pressure 


that should be remembered. First, blood pressure is 
affected by emotional disturbances, such as losing 
the temper, eating and drinking too much, not get- 
ting enough rest and relaxation, keeping tho mind 
and body tensed. Over-exertion, when tired or im- 
mediately after eating, is dangerous to one with 
high blood pressure. 


Living on a lower level mentally nnd physically 


will prolong life, even whero blood pressure is high 
due to hardening of the arteries.
